CAIRO. Egypt (U P I) - The Soviet 
Union today formally rejected Egypt’s 
invitation for pre-Geneva Middle East 
peace talks and Cairo expressed its 
regret for Moscow's negative stand. 
Diplomatic sources said the Soviet 
position was communicated by Ambas­ 
sador Vladimic Polyakov to acting Egyp­ 
tian Foreign Minister Butros Ghali. 
Only Egypt, Israel, the United States 
and the United Nations have agreed so 
far to send delegates to next week’s 
peace talks at the foot of the Great 
pyramids and the Sphinx, with both Arab 
hard-liners and the Soviet Union shunn­ 
ing the meeting. 
The Soviet Union, which is co- 
chairman of the Geneva conference 


along with the United States, has backed 
the Syrian-Palestinian opposition to 
President Anwar Sadat’s peace drive. 
The sources said Polyakov, at the 
meeting with Ghali, delivered an official 
Soviet note, turning down the Egyptian 
invitation for preparatory peace talks in 
Cairo, expected to begin early next 
week. 
According to the sources, Ghali 
replied: “ We are very sorry the Soviets 
are wasting this opportunity to take part 
in steps leading to a peace settlement,” 
Ghali said 
Polyakov said his government fully 
supports a Middle East settlement, but 
believes it should be worked out at the 
Geneva conference itself 
Economic index 
rises .7 percent 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The govern­ 
ment index intended to predict the direc­ 
tion of the national economy rose 0.7 per­ 
cent in October for its fourth consecutive 
monthly gftin and hit the highest level in 
four years, the Commerce Department 
reported today. 
Despite the gain and President 
Carter’s promise of a “ substantial” in­ 
come tax cut in 1978 to stimulate the 
economy, stock market prices headed 
lower in active trading 
Charles Schultze, chairman of the 
Council of Economic Advisers, said in a 
New York speech “ there are no major 
distortions or im balances in the 
d o m estic 
eco n o m y 
that 
m ig h t 
precipitate a downturn or prolonged 
pause in the expansion ” 


The Commerce Department said the 
Index of Leading Economic Indicators 
climbed to 133.8 to surpass the 133.7 of 
June 1973 when the economy was at its 
peak. Beginning in July 1973. the index 
began to weaken to foreshadow the 1974- 
75 recession 


rhe 0 7 percent rise in October was 
solid, indicating current job and produc­ 
tion conditions probably will improve in 
the months ahead 


The department said the two chief fac­ 
tors for the October rise in the index 
were building permits and the money 
supply 
The housing industry is building new 
homes and apartments at the fastest rate 
in four years. Contractors increased 
their requests for new building permits 
by 9 percent in October to boost their an­ 
ticipated construction 25 percent higher 
than a year ago 
The Federal Reserve Board has also 
adopted a moderate policy on money 
This has had the effect of holding down 
interest rates by allowing enough money 
for business, mortgage and consumer 
loans 
The Commerce Department said the 
index stood at 133.8 in October from the 
1967 base of 100. 
Since the severe cold weather closed 
factories and temporarily put thousands 
of workers out of their jobs last January, 
the index has risen every month with the 
exception of minor dechnes in May and 
June 
When the index is viewed over a long 
term, it rose 0.8 percent in the first three 
months of the year, 1.9 percent in the 
next three and 1 percent in the final 
three

Rivaldi, Libby, Spacetown, Gros- 
si, Fletcher, Jacobs and Lewis 
Previous committee discussions have 
indicated a possible land use stipulation

Cypress Avenue and E Street.

Members of the Los Padres County 
Review Commission Tuesday appealed 
for help in figuring out how to divide the 
assets and liabilities of Santa Barbara 
County, when and if voters approve cut­ 
ting tli« county into two parts at Gaviota 
The issue was one of many that came 
before the commission in Lompoc 
Library at a meeting marked by the 
throwing of some barbs at Supervisor 
Robert L. Hedlund and the writing of a 
five-page letter to Gov. Edmund Brown 
Jr. 
The commission approved a form let­ 
ter to be sent to several hundred county 
officials, organizations or authorities on 
fiscal matters 
It begins: “ The Los 
Padres County Formation Review Com­ 
mission would like your assistance in 
determining an equitable methodology 
for division of assets and liabilities 
between the new county and the remain­ 
ing portion of the present county.’’ 
The commission lists the following 
methods for the division which have 
already been suggested: Geographical 
w ith no 
m o n etary s e ttle m e n t; 
geographical division with cash settle­ 
ment or other trade-offs; settlement 
based upon appraisal and a ratio of 
either assessed value, population or a 
combination of both, other 
The commission announced that the 
question will be considered at the follow­ 
ing meetings: Dec. 6 in Santa Maria at 3 
p.m.; Dec 13 in Santa Barbara at 2 p.m.; 
and Dec 20 in Solvang at 3 p.m. 
The barbs thrown Hadlund’s way may 
have been the result of a misunder­ 
standing 
Commission Chairman John Flynn 
bristled at a newspaper story based on 
statements made by Hedlund Monday in 


Santa Barbara 
Hedlund was quoted as asking the 
Board of Supervisors to develop a un­ 
iform format for information to be 
provided the commission on matters af­ 
fecting the economic feasibility of split­ 
ting the county. 
“ I agree with Hedlund that there needs 
to be a uniform way to get information,” 
Flynn said. Flynn said he “ admired 
Hedlund’s enthusiasm,” but added: “ We 
can make our own requests for infor­ 
mation.” 
Fellow commissioners Helen Pedotti 
and Mary K Wright saw it differently. 
They defended the effort by Hedlund and 
deciared that the supervisor was merely 
trying to help 
In the end it may have been a mis­ 
understanding generated by the new­ 
spaper story that led Flynn to think that 
Healund was getting too involved in the 
commission’s affairs. 
The whole issue arose as a result of the 
commission’s effort to get county docu­ 
ments pertinent to the split economics 
surrounding the split of the county. 
The commission also: 
—Decided that dual reports on the 
county’s retirement system were valid, 
thus smoothing over some initial friction 
between Flynn and Pedotti. Both insisted 
that they had been assigned to do the 
research on the question. 
—The com m ission discussed 
a 
proposal to ask the county to update an 
economic feasibility study on the split 
done for the supervisors in April 1976, 
and finally asked Dr. John D Kay and 
the newly hired administrative secretary 
to discuss the matter first with county 
auditor-controller 
William 
Parsons. 
Wright will sit in on the discussion if it 
can be arranged The secretary, John 
Patton of Ojai will be on the job this 


week, according to Flvnn 
Flynn also 
suggested individuals who have already 
made written presentations to the com­ 
mission may want to update them 
—Received a report from commis­ 
sioner W Mark Durley showing work 
done jointly with Wright, indicated the 
Los Padres County area has about 
113,000 population 
That figure split 
among the projected five supervisorial 
districts in the new county, would give 
each district about 22,700 persons 
Durley offered the following geographic 
groupings as suggestions for the super­ 
visorial district boundaries Lompoc and 
the area immediately west and with 
2,500 of Vandenberg’s estimated 13,000 
residents; the Santa Ynez Valley and a 
portion of the south coast to Cachuma; 
Cuyama and the Orcutt area; three- 
quarters of Santa Maria; and finally, 
one-fourth of Santa Maria, Guadalupe 
and roughly half of Vandenberg 
The commission approved the letter to 
Brown as written by Kay with help from 
Pedotti. despite objections from Durley 
because of the length — five pages. 
Brown is being asked to give the com­ 
mission 90 days beyond the original 180 
days to come up with a feasibility report 
op the splitting of the county

WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Carter today praised the leaders of 
Egypt and Israel for making “ a historic 
breakthrough in the search for a perma­ 
nent, lasting peace" in the troubled Mid­ 
dle East 
Carter told a news conference — which 
also touched at length on energy 
problems at home — that the recent 
face-to-face dialogue between Egypt and 
Israel has led to a reduction of fear and 
distrust among Arabs and Jews. 
He praised the courage of Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat in a recent trip to 
Jerusalem and “ the gracious reception 
of him in Israel by Prime Minister 
(Menahem) Begin ” 
On energy, Carter warned Congress 
that he is not ready to back down on his 
original energy plan and that he will veto 
any House-Senate compromise which 
does not protect consumers and at the 
same time address the major problems 
of energy conservation and production. 
The president also confirmed he has 
re scheduled a trip abroad, although he 
said details would not be officially 
released until Thursday. Administration 
sources say it will begin around Dec. 28 
and end about Jan 
5, with visits to 
Poland. Iran, 
India, Saudi Arabia, 
France and Belgium. 
C a rte r 
said 
S a d a t’s v is it 
is 
“ already a tremendous accomplishment 
an initiation of direct person-to-person 
negotiations’’ between Israel and “ the 
strongest Arab country. 
“ The fact that this strongest Arab 
country and Israel are now conducting 
direct negotiations" is a major step 
toward peace, he said. The United States 
has been very pleased to see this reduc­ 
tion in the mistrust 
between the Arabs 
and the Israelis. 
“ I want to provide my congratulations 
and my support for these two strong 
leaders “ 
He said the meeting met “ two of 
Israel’s most cherished desires” — face- 
to-face meetings and recognition by 
Sadat of Israel’s “ right to exist ” 
But he warned that in the past, “ expec­ 
tations have sometimes been ex­ 
aggerated” and noted that the problems 
of a Palestinian homeland and the return 
of captured Arab lands have not been 
resolved 
Carter said the Cairo conference 
called by Sadat is “ a very constructive 
step," and said the United States would 
“ participate at a high level." He said As­ 
sistant Secretary of State Alfred 
Atherton would represent the United 
States. 
But he said it is too early to tell if the 
United States w ill participate in a 
proposed U N conference on the Middle 
East 
Despite the sharp attacks by Syria and 
Libya on Sadat's overtures to the 
Israelis. Carter stressed in answer to a 
question that: 
“ President Sadat is speaking for the 
Arab world.” 
Carter said he felt the Soviet Union has 
moved “ to a much more balanced” at­ 
titude toward the Middle East, and that 
although the two superpowers disagree 
in many areas on the explosive area, “ I 
believe the Soviets will follow ... any con­ 
structive steps toward peace."

AHC Iranian students protest club ban

Far from the mad crowds, clouds of 
tear gas and confusion in front of the 
White House when the shah of Iran 
visited Washington two weeks ago, the 
campus of Allan Hancock College, where 
some 70 Iranian students attend, was 
quiet and peaceful as usual. 


A group of Iranian students there, 
though strongly opposed to the "fascist" 
shah, U S. “ imperialism" and what they 
consider Jim m y Carter's hypocrisy on 
human rights, staged no anti-shah 
demonstration, nor had planned any, 
members said 


The Iranian students were not even 
handing out anti-shah leaflets from a 
card table in the Student Center—though 
they would have liked to 


Five days earlier, the college ad­ 
ministrator in charge of student clubs 
told the president of the Iranian students 
Association that the ISA was “ deac­ 
tivated” and could no longer conduct ac­ 
tivities on campus 


Also shortly before the shah’s U.S 
visit. F B I agents in Santa M aria 
viewed an Iranian club member “ in con­ 
nection with intelligence information 
(regarding) the protection of foreign of­ 
ficials,” an F B I spokesman in LA 
said—and said only. The local agent 
refused to comment. 


Asserting he gave “ no consideration’’ 
to the imminent shah visit, Daniel 
Chacon, assistant dean of student af­ 
fairs, said he “ deactivated” the club 
because it "continuously and willfully 
violated” student rules on the distribu­ 


tion of printed matter and posters, “ not 
because they are a political club " 
On several occasions this semester the 
Iranians did not submit their leaflets to 
Chacon for his approval or disapproval 
prior to distribution, according to AHC 
regulations 
The Iranian students said they feared 
that Chacon would disapprove their 
leaflets and, as one said, “ There is 
something wrong with your rule " 


The foreign students feel their rights 
to free speech and free press—the same 
U.S 
constitutional 
rights 
afforded 
Americans—may have been violated. 


Said David Evans, an American AHC 
student involved in the ISA situation: 
“ The college isn’t doing anything wrong 
by asking a club to submit the things they 
want to distribute before they distribute 


them, because they have to know what’s 
going on But to submit for approval, 
that’s the question that needs to be at­ 
tacked " 
Evans, one of three students who last 
semester filed a lawsuit against the 
college for censorship of the school new­ 
spaper. said he plans to seek legal advice 
for a possible lawsuit by the Iranians 


Last semester, when the ISA formed, 
Chacon approved a series of leaflets an­ 
nouncing club meetings to discuss, for 
example, Iranian newspaper propaganda 
and the “ spreading (of) Imperialism 
culture in our country.” 


He also approved an ISA advertise­ 
ment of the showing of “ Revolution Until 
Victory: A Film About the Palestine 
People" and a leaflet with names and 
nirtn res nf allefferilv tailed and tortured 


Iranian “ militant clergymen ” 
This semester Chacon disapproved 
several of the ISA leaflets 
Several 
because they were written entirely in 
Persian, and 
thus “ discriminated" 
against non-Persian-speaking students 
(Previous leaflets were also in Persian, 
but had notices of meetings in English.) 


He disapproved one handout critical of 
Carter’s human rights crusade, produced 
by a national Iranian student organiza­ 
tion, because it included “ Please send 
your contribution to our address in 
Berkeley " He said this violated state 
law mandating that “ funds or donations 
are not collected for the material dis­ 
tributed ” 


He disapproved another handout that 
included, “ students 
can boycott their 
classes on Thursday, Oct. 6 in sympathy 


with the cause ” 
Chacon cited a regulation stating that 
students may not distribute materials 
that “ incite students so as to create. . .a 
substantial disruption of the orderly 
operation of the school ” The boycott 
request fit this definition, he said. 
School policy also prohibits distribu­ 
tion of material that is “ obscene to 
minors according to current legal 
definitions” or “ libelous or slanderous 
according to current legal definitions ” 
Chaconsaid that some of the Iranian 
student material could be libelous, 
though 
this 
was his “ personal 
judgment,” he had not consulted a 
lawyer. 
On the leaflet Chacon disapproved 
because it called for donations, he had 
underlined this phrase:

Another leaflet in Chacon's 
“disapproved” file—a leaflet 
for which he said the ISA did 
not ask his perm ission to 
distribute—condemned a recent 
police chief convention in Los 
Angeles to “exchange ideas 
about how to shoot (sic) to 
death and harass the people.” 
Chacon said the leaflet was 
.‘somewhat libelous” because it 
^pointed fingers at a particular 
group.” He also said some 
m aterials w ere potentially 
libelous in that they condemned 
P resid en t C a rte r and. in 
another instance himself 
■ After Chacon "deactivated 
•he ISA, the club distributed a 
lsaflet entitled, “Stop Harass­ 
ing Iranian students 
The leaflet states, "The Stu­ 
dent Activities Office and Mr 
Chacon are putting pressure on 
us to stop our activities to make 
the students aware of what is 
going on in our country " 
The leaflet also states, "Mr. 
Chacon in his recent warning 
threatened our friends that he 
will report to the Immigration 
Office to deport us if we dis­ 
tribute any papers about the liv­ 
ing condition and the violation 
of human rights in Iran " 
Chacon said that he had in­ 
deed told the students he could 
call the Immigration Service if 
they co n tin u ed to v io la te 
campus rules 
Finding the ISA president dis­ 
tributing m aterials that he had 
not seen or approved. Chacon 
said he asked several tim es that 
the student hand over the 
m aterials 
When the student 
continued to refuse. Chacon 
said, he asked the Iranian to 
come to his office 
T here, w ith tw o cam pus 
police officers Chacon called in 
"as witnesses," he told the ISA 


president the club was "deac­ 
tivated.” 
Chacon said he told the stu­ 
dent that "continued willful dis­ 
obedience” could spur him to 
"report them to the Im migra­ 
tion Office." Chacon told the 
Record that the authority to 
report the students is “ vested 
in school administration and 
school officials.” 
However, from the Im m igra­ 
tion office in LA. the assistant 
director of investigations said 
that breaking cam pus rules is 
‘ ' n o t 
an 
im m i g r a t i o n 
violation,” but a problem that 
should be handled “ between the 
student and the school ” 
The official, Philip Smith, 
said the Immigration Service 
would become involved only if 
students were expelled 
Then 
his departm ent would either ap­ 
prove a transfer or ask the 
foreign students to return to 
their countrv 
Foreign students. Smith said, 
"have all the sam e protections 
as any other student in the U.S., 
th e s a m e c o n s titu tio n a l 
guarantees ” But he suggested 
that schools could use calling 
Im m igration Service "a s a 
wedge or a threat or a club 
over their (foreigners’) heads " 
AHC Dean of Student Affairs 
Joseph White said. "W e’ve 
talked to Immigration, there's 
nothing we could do anyway 
which I know and he (Chacon) 
knows They (the Iranians) are 
ju s t like re g u la r students. 
Period." White said he did not 
know that Chacon had discussed 
with the Iranian the school’s 
contacting Immigration 
While the Iranian students 
complain of "harassm ent," the 
adm inistrators say "w e tried 
our best "—with explanations 
and warnings—to get the stu­ 
dents to obey the rules before 
barring the club 
"W ith God as my witness." 
Chacon said. "I bent way. way 
o v e r b a c k w a rd s fo r th is 
group "

p a ls y , p la n s to s t a r t an 
organization in Lompoc called 
"P arents on Call " 
She announced this to a 
meeting of the Parent Advisory 
Committee on Special Educa­ 
tion last night. 
Volunteer parents of children 
with both physical and mental 
handicaps would be "on call" to 
visit or mvite over other new 
parents 
Parents on Call would share 
experiences, perhaps offer ad­ 
vice and direction, and help the 
new parent of a handicapped 
child cope with confusion, fear, 
anguish 


"I've been there. I've been 
through it," Winger said would 
be the m essage of Parents on 
Call. "And I’m still here. I’m 
still in one piece 
I haven t 
fallen apart at the seams, and 
my family is still functioning ’ 
Winger said the group would 
be referred by doctors, who 
usually first break the news to 
parents that their children are 
handicapped 
"P arents would have to ask 
for our input We would not go 
out and crusade or campaign " 
Winger said 
Some parents might be in a

Poll shows Americans fret 
about Carter's competence 


N E W Y O R K ( U P I) - A 
majority of the Americans who 
responded to a new Harris sur­ 
vey are beginning to worry 
about President Carter's lack 
of experience and wonder 
whether he has the competence 
to do the job. though they still 
believe he is a man of high in­ 
tegrity. 
The survey, released this 
week, showed that those who 
responded to the poll: 
—By 77-15 percent, a majori­ 
ty feel that "in some of the mis­ 
takes he has made, his lack of 
experience is clear to see," 
up from 63-25 percent who felt 
the same way in July. 
—By 57-32 percent, a majori­ 
ty believe that "although he is 


well-intentioned, at times you 
begin to wonder if he has the 
basic competence to do the 
job." 
—A solid 83-8 percent majori­ 
ty believe he is "a man of high 
integrity," almost identical 
with the 83-9 percent who felt 
that way in July. 
—By 71-15 percent, a majori­ 
ty believe that "he feels deeply 
about less privileged people and 
is genuinely trying to help them 
as president.” 
—By 66-21 percent, a majori­ 
ty believe Carter "is bringing a 
new m o ra l tone to the 
government.”

Drs Thomas Gaarder of the 
University of Southern Califor­ 
nia M edical School and J 
Michael Criley of the Univer­ 
sity of C alifo rn ia at Los 
Angeles said the diet, which is 
blamed in about 20 deaths, can 
result in repeated fainting and 
heart problems 
The Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration earlier this month 
issued a warning about the diet 
because of reports of the 
deaths. Criley said that besides 
the people on the diet who died 
without other factors, about 
another 10 died from complica­ 
tions 
" It should not be used as the 
sole source of calories for 
anybody,” Criley said " I think 
most physicians are over their 
heads in trying to treat this 
Even in the best of hands, these 
patients cannot be managed 
when they start a downhill sl­ 
ide 
"There is nothing magical 
about the liquid protein diet ex­ 
cept it’s a form of starvation 


that's become a fad," Criley 
said. 
Gaarder and Criley reported 
on three women using the diet 
who began having fainting 
s p e lls 
and 
d e v e lo p e d 
ve n tricu lar arrh ytm ias — 
irregular heartbeats. Two of 
the three women died 
"These were young women 
healthy, who had been on the 
diet for four to five months and 
had lost 80-90 pounds each,” 
Gaarder said 
"The women had passed out 
repeatedly," Criley said " I t ’s a 
rhythm abnormality in which 
no blood is pumped to the body. 
They did not respond to 
medication.” 
The two fatalities, one 33 
years old and the other 37. were 
admitted to hospitals. Neither 
had any history of heart disease 
but both deveioped abnormally 
fast heartbeats within one day 
of being admitted They were 
treated using conventional 
methods and died 
The third women was given 
Dilantin 
a drug not common 
ly used for irregular heart beat 
— on what was described as an 
educated guess by her doctor 
She survived 
"Medical 
supervision 
isn’t 
any guarantee that the diet will 
be safe,” Criley said

I Using the proposed new 
Powers. Bitner said, farmers 
would figure out how much 
wheat — for example — con­ 
sumers here and abroad would 
buy at 100 percent of parity. 
Then, 
th ey'd p arcel out 
marketing allotments allowing 


growers to market only enough 
to fill the demand at the higher 
price. 


This way, Bitner said, farm­ 
ers would get their full parity 
return without a direct subsidy 
from the 
federal treasury. 
Growers would have to store 
any surplus production and 
would still run the risk erf loss if 
weather blighted their crops — 
and there would be no federally 
guaranteed profit, he main­ 
tained. 


Parity prices, which have 
been calculated by the Agricul­ 
ture Department since the 
1930s. are designed to give farm

If, for example, a bushel of 
wheat in the base period sold

WASHINGTON (U P I) - A 
new satellite scanning the sky 
for distant sources of X-rays 
may have discovered the 
strongest evidence yet of a 
bizarre invisible star called a 
black hole. 
Dr Herbert Friedman of the 
Naval Research Laboratory 
said the strange object, called 
Circinus X-l. appears to pro­ 
duce bursts of X-rays in pat­ 
terns suggestive of the behavior 
of a black hole. 
But he said at a space agency 
briefing Tuesday on the initial 
results of the new satellite that 
the observations were very 
preliminary and further study 
is needed before any conclu­ 
sions could be reached. 
Black holes were predicted 
many years ago on the basis of 
Albert Einstein’s theory of 
gravitation, 
but astronomers 
have been unable to demon­ 
strate they exist. 
They are believed to repre­ 
sent the final stage of the 
collapse of a heavyweight star, 
compressed so much that 
nothing could escape their 
gravitational pull 
Everything 
— including light — would be 
pulled in like water rushing 
down a drain 
Since black holes would allow 
no radiation to escape, astro­ 
nomers can only detect their 


existence by studying their 
space environment 


If a black hole has a normal, 
companion star as scientists 
believe, it would draw gas from 
the companion. As the gas ap­ 
proached the black hole, it 
would be heated to the extent it 
would emit X-rays. 


Friedman said the theory is 
that conditions there would be 
very turbulent, causing the X- 
rays to be emitted in frequent, 
erratic bursts 


He said the preliminary data 
from new National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration satel­ 
lite, High Energy Astronomical 
Observatory, suggest Circinus 
X-l might be such a twisting, 
gaseous disc which can distort 


X-ray emissions. 
“ It’s the kind of differentia­ 
tion that we’ve been looking 
for,” he said. 


Astronomers first suggested 
in 1974 that Circinus X-l might 
be a black hole because obser- 
vations fr om a s m a l l e r 
astronomical satellite showed 
that 
C i r c i n u s 
had 
characteristics similar to those 
of another X-ray source known 
as Cygnus X-l which also is 
suspected of being a black hole

Cleveland's teachers — on the 
brink of open rebellion because 
the school system is broke and 
their paychecks are being 
deferred until a new fiscal year 
begins Jan. 1 — have voted not 
to teach classes without being 
paid 


Members of the Cleveland 
Teachers Union, however, did 
not call a strike. Instead, many 
continued to call in sick — suf­ 
fering from “blackboard flu" — 
thereby forcing the closing of 
some city schools. 


Despite the lack of money, all 
of the city schools officially are 
open because a federal court 
has ordered them to remain so 
However, 14 were forced to 
close Tuesday because 1,043 
teachers — 20 7 percent of the 
total teaching staff — failed to 
report to work 
The "no pay. no work" stance 


gained momentum today, even 
though the 6,000-member CTU 
previously had agreed to work 
through today The time lapse 
was designed to to allow the 
CTU to conduct the vote. 
C TU P re sid e n t Eugene 
Kolach said Tuesday night the 
teachers voted. 3,336 to 2,130, 
against working without pay. 
The vote was overwhelming 
even though many teachers 
were confused about the mean­ 
ing of the votes they cast Mon­ 
day and Tuesday. 


"This is as messed up a situa­ 
tion as I ’ve ever seen,” Kolach 
said 
The statement CTU members 
were asked to approve or reject 
stated 


"If payment as scheduled is 
not received by school person­ 
nel on Wednesday. Nov 30, the 
Board of Education has not 
honored its contract with its 


employees and the employees 
cannot afford to report to work 
until paid in full on schedule." 
It was not a strike vote, union 
officials said, for a strike 
meant the teachers would not 
get paid at all 
Yet Jerome 
Leiken, a union lawyer, told the 
union that approval of the state­ 
ment meant teachers should not 
report for work Thursday, ac­ 
cording to Kolach 
On Monday the 6th U.S. Cir­ 
cuit Court of Appeals in Cincin­ 
nati took under advisement the 
Cleveland schools’ money 
crisis. 
The cou rt must decide 
whether to support a federal 
judge, who says the school 
board’s money should be used 
to keep the schools open and not 
be used to repay two bank debts 
totaling $15 million, or to side 
with the Ohio Supreme Court, 
which has ordered the board to 
repay the bank loans 


H U R ST V ILLE, Iowa (U P I) 
— Laurel Summers said he just 
couldn’t handle it anymore, so 
he sold the town he has owned 
for more than 30 years for 
$587,000. 


The winning bid was submit­ 
ted Tuesday by a group of local 
businessmen who say they 
aren’t quite sure what they’ll do 
with the town, which comes 
complete with 23 houses, a 
tavern, store, warehouse, City 
Hall and population of 88. 


" I t has memories,’’ said 
Summers, 70, who has been 
mayor and sole landlord of 
Hurstville since 1944. " I t ’s like 
you had a child and lost it; it’s a 
sad feeling But I couldn't stand 
it any more." 


Summers stood quiet and red­ 
eyed as four bids for the town 
were opened at the Jackson 
County Courthouse in nearby 
Maquoketa. The winning bid, 
from a group of six Maquoketa 
businessmen headed by former 
state Sen 
Clifton 
Lamborn. 


was one oi only two legitimate 
bids 
Summers said he was a little 
disappointed in the bids. He had 
hoped for $1 million But after 
consulting with his lawyer and 
members of his family, he 
decided to let the property go 


"W e ’ll make out all right.” 
said Summers, who in the spr­ 
ing will move to a farm near 
Maquoketa. where his brother 
lives. 


The businessmen will take 
over the property in March, but 
they have no immediate plans 
for it and only finalized their 
bid Tuesday morning 


“ There are a lot of alter­ 
natives," Lamborn said of the 
property 
“There are mineral 
deposits, there are lime kilns 
we'd like to see preserved, 
there’s a rock quarry, there’s a 
possibility of selling sand and 
gravel 
But anything I would 
say at this point would be pure 
speculation.”

CHICAGO (U P I) - Within 
minutes after an inmate es­ 
capes from a state prison in 
Illin o is he is hunted by a 
specially trained group of men 
believed to be the only outfit of 
its kind in the nation 
The Apprehension Unit of the 
Illinois Department of Correc­ 
tions is responsible for locating 
and apprehending prison es­ 
capers, parole and work release 
violaters. AWOL’s and runa­ 
ways. 
"Of the 17 who have escaped 


in the last three years from all 
adult institutions (in Illinois), 
we have recovered 15," unit 
supervisor Herbert E Bailey 
said in an interview 
"Our general purpose is to 
protect the community by 
removing persons who might be 
considered community risks 
That’s our big job here We find 
these people all over the United 
States .” 
Unit investigators receive 
regular F B I training twice a 
year in search and apprehen- 


sion techniques, weapons train­ 
ing and legal and psychology 
courses 
"We feel we’re the only state 
that has this unique operation,” 
Bailey said 
When a prisoner escapes, the 
warden of the institution im­ 
mediately calls the appre­ 
hension unit with information 
about the fugitive. Bailey said 
The information then is fed into 
the National Crime Information 
Center computer along with a 
state warrant for the fugitive's 


arrest. 
A team of investigators 
works full time to track down 
the escapee They begin by talk­ 
ing to people who visited the 
fugitive the most in prison or 
the ones who wrote letters to 
him the most, and then they 
start knocking on doors 
"We develop a tremendous 
amount of information." Bailey 
said "Since we work closely 
with all law enforcement agen­ 
cies. we don't always make the 
apprehension ourselves When

someone other than this unit ap­ 
prehends an escapee, they 
usually do so on the basis of the 
information we supplied." 
One of the six investigators in 
the Chicago office is an extradi­ 
tion officer. Bailey said 120 
persons have been returned to 
Illinois this year and another 
100 are being processed 
“ Anywhere that a person is 
arrested and checked ... and 
they find he is wanted (in 
Illinois), we are immediately 
notified,” Bailey said. “ The 
moment they’re released, we’U 
be at the gate waiting for 
them.” 
While prison escapes take 
priority, investigators usually 
are trying to find parole 
violators or juveniles who fail 
to return to correctional 
centers after being furloughed. 
Investigators Edward Chris­ 
tian and Michael Cardamone, 
who receive new assignments 
every week, spend days track­ 
ing down fugitives. When 
caught, the fugitives are 
returned to the institutions. 
“ We generally don’t have any 
trouble,” Cardamone said. 
“ The juveniles are the ones — 
they like to fight. Especially the 
girls. I ’ve never picked up a girl 
yet that didn’t fight. 
“ Fifty percent of those that 
run — we know who they are,” 
Christian said. 
‘‘Because 
they’ve run before. These in­ 
stitutions give them furlough 
regardless of whether they’re 
likely to run or not.” 
The officers made five 
separate stops on Chicago’s 
South Side one day recently — 
each one the home of a juvenile. 
Either no one answered the 
door or relatives said they did 
not know 
the p erso n ’s 
whereabouts. Any new informa­ 
tion they get is given to in­ 
vestigators working on the next 
shift. 
“ Law enforcement a lot of 
times is knocking on empty 
doors.” Cardamone said

Post funeral plan 
helps widows cope 


ST. LO UIS (U P I) - For 
many women, widowhood may 
mean moving into an unfamil­ 
iar world of lawyers and taxes, 
independence and loneliness ad­ 
ding to the shock of widowhood 
itself. 
To help ease the transition 
and build a strong base for life 
that must go on, a funeral home 
has launched a program for ex­ 
tended help after the funeral. 
In less than a year, Krieg- 
shauser Mortuaries' Living In­ 
formation for Today program 
has helped more than 80 
widows. 


“ (LIFT ) just sort of evol­ 
ved,” Herman L. Kriegshauser 
said. “ Other similar groups 
have met, not through the 
funeral industry but through 
hospitals or other areas. But it 
came to us that funeral direc­ 
tors have the resources to put it 
together. We’re dealing direct­ 
ly here with 50 widows a 
month.” 


Jo Ann Church, a widow for 
more than four years, helps 
coordinate the program. Par­ 
ticipants meet monthly and at­ 
tend special social events. 
“ So many women are just 
lost.” Mrs. Church said. “ They 
get so excited when you call 


them about the program. 
They’re so happy to talk to 
someone, especially another 
widow. You see them trading 
telephone numbers and things 
like that They naturally have 
so much in common.” 
Kriegshauser expects the 
program to grow locally and 
spread throughout the country. 
‘‘I think it can evolve 
nationally in the next decade so 
funeral directors who want to 
be leaders in their communities 
will be able to furnish these ser­ 
vices. Once we work out all the 
problems and come up with a 
set program it will be a lot 
easier to have other people pick 
it up.” 


Among the subjects covered 
by speakers at LIFT meetings 
are Social Security, tax and 
legal problems, whether to sell 
their house, how to manage 
financial affairs, securing their 
homes against burglars, even 
how to deal with auto emergen­ 
cies or unscrupulous business­ 
men. 


Mrs. Church, 54, rerr\embers 
what it was like when her hus­ 
band died in an auto accident 
“ I ’d only lived in St. Louis for 
three years. I didn’t know 
where to turn. My daughter had 


just gone out of town to teach 
and she left that job to come 
home We were lucky to be in 
the Midwest, where people are 
so friendly. In other areas I’m 
sure people would be lost.” 
The program is not open only 
to widows who have dealt with 
the funeral home Nearly 500 
postcards are sent to new 
widows each month to tell them 
of the organization. 
“ It's meant to be whatever 
the women want to make it,” 
Kriegshauser said. ‘‘If a 
woman wants to join and stay 
10 or 15 years, that’s fine. 
“ Funeral directors physically 
bury deceased persons, but 
there are other things the sur­ 
vivors need that have been 
neglected in the past because 
we didn’t understand them, 
Now we re able to help the sur­ 
vivors in psychological areas as 
well as just the burial of the 
deceased.” 
The program “ also fills a 
void socially.” he said. “ They 
get together, meet each other 
and discover they have com­ 
mon needs and interests.” 
Men are welcome to join, 
Kriegshauser said, but wom-n 
are the prime target because of 
their special place in today s 
world

“ Mr Hunsaker tried to tell 
me that having a pomegranate 
rubbed in your face wasn't 
enough reason to get angry 
enough to hit someone," said 
Ermol’s mother “ I told him to 
wait at his car and we’d have a 
little demonstration 
" I went into the house and got 
a nice, ripe honeydew melon, 
came back out and backed him 
right up against his car and 
squashed the melon into his 
face — twice 
"He left with three seeds on 
his nose ” 
Hunsaker confirms the epi­ 
sode did happen but he kept his 
sense of humor, acknowledging 
that Mrs Koch did “ get some 
seeds on my face.”

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Strange life atop a lonely mountain 


MOUNT HAMILTON. Calif. 
(U P I) — Living atop this 
astronomers’ aerie, Charlie 
Clark is raising a son by 
himself. Sometimes, he admits, 
he misses the city. 
“ I ’ve been here eight years 
and threatening to quit seven,” 
he laughs. “ You’d be surprised 
how good a Big Mac hambur­ 
ger, chocolate shake and fries 
sound about 10 o’clock at 
night.” 
Clark and most of the other 54 
people living on the 4,209-foot 
mountain reigning over the 
south end of the Diablo Range 
are support personnel for the 
migrations of University of 
California astronomers who 
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come to the Lick Observatory. 
The rest of the residents are 
family. 
There is a post office, a fire 
station, a policeman, and a one- 
room school hou e scattered 
among the silvered telescope 
domes in the complex. But no 
store, no gas station, no corner 
tavern where the boys can down 
a few. 
San Jose, a city of 600,000 
sprawled in the Santa Gara 
Valley below, is only 24 miles 
away. Yet the road there is 45 
minutes of narrow bumpy 
blacktop, studded with hairpin 
turns on frightening ledges. 
The way is often shrouded in 
fog. and winds to 70 and 80 
miles an hour buffet the moun­ 
tain in winter, bringing snow 
and ice. To drive that road 
regularly would be a night­ 
mare. 
So Clark, 36, and the others 
stay home most of the time. 
And make merry. 
The musical-minded villagers 
(and Clark says that’s about 
everybody) get together once or 
twice a month at J.D, Sher­ 
man’s cabin and raise some 
dust. 
“ Guitars, banjos, piano. Ev­ 
erybody plays something. 
We’ve got a couple of fantastic 
harmonica players, blues 
harps.” Clark says. 
He first came to the obser­ 
vatory in 1969, working out of 
San Jose as a telephone com­ 


pany repairman installing 
equipment for an experiment 
connected with Neil Arm­ 
strong’s historic walk on the 
moon. 
The installation job took 15 
days and he fell in love with the 
oak- and pine-studded summit, 
the view spectacular in every 
direction. To the west lies the 
Santa Clara Valley, the south 
end of San Francisco Bay and 
the Coast mountains; to the 
east, on a clear day, the snow- 
crested Sierra is visible. 
Clark remembers asking the 
superintendent about a job and 
was told they only come up 
when someone dies. He recalls 
the superintendent must have 
taken a liking to him for when 
he returned two months later on 
a callback he was offered his 
choice of two openings and he 
became a handyman. 
So he and his new bride 
started living near the sky, con­ 
ceiving a child, Larry, now 7. 
But the solitude became op­ 
pressing for his wife and Gark 
admits it drove her off the 
mountain and led to the 
breakup of his marriage. She 
still returns weekly to visit 
Larry, a rosy-cheeked, quiet 
boy. 
Larry is one of nine children 
attending the school run by 
Douglas Campbell, the only 
person on the mountain not 
employed by the university. 
Sometimes Campbell and his 
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family watch Larry while his 
dad is working. 
Gark says he doesn't know if 
he could have made it without 
the help of the people in the 
village. 
The astronomers from the UC 
campuses at Santa Cruz, 
Berkeley, San Diego and Los 
Angeles each get to spend two 
nights a month at the observa­ 
tory gathering data at the 120- 
inch Shane telescope, seventh 
largest in the world, or one of 
the smaller scopes hidden in the 
metallic igloos that tower over 
the complex. 
The stargazers stay in dor­ 
mitories during their short 
visits and usually don’t develop 
more than a nodding acquaint­ 
ance with the residents, sleep­ 
ing through the day and 
spending the nights inside the 
telescope turrets. 
Just by living on the moun­ 
tain, Clark says, most of the 
maintenance people have 
developed an impressive knowl­ 
edge of astronomy and a discus­ 
sion of pulsars among workmen 
is as likely as a recounting of 
the latest Oakland Raiders’ vic­ 
tory 
Three or four years ago, he 
decided to take a class in 
astronomy in San Jose and dis­ 
covered he knew as much, if not 
more, than the instructor. 
Clark confides a secret. The 
astronomers may be math­ 
ematical wizards but many are 
“ klutzes” at the delicate con­ 
tro ls of the telescopes 
themselves 
The man who often runs the 
120-inch scope and aids the 
professional stargazers in han­ 
dling the smaller scopes is 
Gene Harlan Harlan came to 
the mountain two decades ago 
as a machinist with a high 
school education Today, still 
with only a high shool educa­ 
tion. he is considered the best 
photographic astronomer in the 
world by some and regularly 
publishes his results in learned 
journals. 
Despite the glamor of the 
location, life at the top has its 
drawbacks too. 
“ I’d like to have a few beers 
once in a while.” Gark confes­ 
ses. ‘‘And its got all the 
problems of a small town too .” 


Pesticides major concern 
of agricultural department 


W ASHINGTO N (U P I) - 
Former Agriculture Secretary ’ 
Earl Butz used to suggest that 
people who favored farming 
without reliance on chemicals 
ought to say which 50 million 
people they wanted to starve. 
Butz believed pesticides and 
herbicides held the key to 
American agriculture's ability 
to meet growing world food 
needs. He made no secret of his 
distaste for go-slow environ­ 
mentalists who questioned the 
need 
for 
a g r ic u ltu ra l 
chemicals. 
But the change of administra­ 
tions that moved Bob Bergland 
into the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment has altered that. The en­ 
vironmental impact of pesti­ 
cide use is now a top priority in 
the secretary’s office. 
The environmental offensive 
began with remarks Bergland 
prepared for a meeting of the 
National Agricultural Giemi- 
cals Association He endorsed a 
move away from pesticides and 
toward more use of natural 
biological methods to control 
pests on the farm. 
When pesticides began to be 
used heavily, Bergland said, 
‘‘we did not give enough 
thought to the eventual conse­ 
quences to the environment and 
to people." 
“ Their side effects and their 
long-term impact were often 
unknown or ignored,” he said. 
“ But over the years we have 
learned that there are dangers. 
Sometimes our learning has 
been painful 
Now, we must 
adjust.” 
Bergland said some chemi­ 
cals are essential to agricultur­ 
al production and “the crucial 
problem is how to get farmers 
to use these chemicals with the 
least adverse impact on the en­ 
vironment ” 
His remarks give a new boost 
to a philosophy known as in­ 
tegrated pest management — 
meaning the development and 
use of resistant crops and 
livestock, biological agents and 
cultural methods, augmented 


by some biological and chemi­ 
cal pesticides. 
The concept involves a more 
fine tuned approach to pesticide 
usage, integrating the chemi­ 
cals with other procedures such 
as 
g en e tic 
re s is ta n c e , 
biological control agents, better 
understanding of the best 
planting dates for certain 
crops, better methods of fer­ 
tilization and soil preparation, 
and the use of certain organic 
materials. 
Most importantly, environ­ 
mental impact would be a 
critical element of the system. 
If there were a long lasting or 
serious environmental side ef­ 
fect of a chemical deemed 
critical for crop production, its 
usage would have to be reduced 
below the level causing environ­ 
mental harm 
Otherwise it 
would have to be removed from 
use. 
Integrated pest management 
is not a new concept It was in 
its infant stages in the early 
1970s and was worked on at 
Agriculture throughout the 
Butz years. 
John Barnes, a department 
biologist, said Butz was inter­ 
ested in integrated pest man­ 
agement but was concerned 
about maintaining a proper 
balance that would protect the 
U S. food and fiber production 
levels “ with minimal adverse 
impact on the environment.” 
The “ state of the art” of in­ 
tegrated pest management has 
advanced markedly in the past 
few years. Barnes said, and 
Butz simply did not have the 
technology at hand to endorse 
an end to the heavy reliance on 
chemicals. 
Barnes believes that had 
Bergland rather than Butz been 
in command during those 
years, "he probably would have 
come to a conclusion not much 
different " 
He also said some of the dis­ 
taste Butz had for environ­ 
mentalists was due to "several 
years of a highly adversarial 
relationship" with the Environ- 
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mental Protection Agency. 
During those years. Barnes 
said, the USDA watched a 
growing tendency of E P A 
lawyers to “ make decisions 
that were the province of 
science and technology,” with­ 
out adequate environmental 
and health data, about the use 
of important pesticides. 
The dispute, Barnes said, sur­ 
passed politics. 
“ Democrat and Republican 
was not an issue,” he said. “ We 
would have seen the same 
adversarial framework because 
of the issues involved, not so 
much because of the politics in­ 
volved, The Department of 
Agriculture viewed itself as be­ 
ing subject to newly restric­ 
tive. 
unrealistic regulations, 
and the regulations were not be­ 
ing adequately implemented, 
and the basic legislation as pas­ 
sed by Congress was not being 
well implemented by the EPA 
at that time." 
Due to a “ whole series of 
events" — from Congress mov­ 
ing in to steer the EPA toward 
a better approach to its 
regulatory activities to im­ 
proved communications be­ 
tween the agencies — the situa­ 
tion has vastly improved,” 
Barnes said. 
“ Without the use of some fer­ 
tilizers and agricu ltu ral 
chemicals, it would be impossi­ 
ble to produce our modem food 
supply at all,” Butz said in an 
October, 1973, speech in La­ 
fayette. Ind "Throwing away 
our present agricultural tech­ 
nology would turn the clock 
back at least 75 years 
"The food industry would be 
out of business because it would 
not be able to use chemicals to 
make and keep its products 
safe. We wouldn’t need super­ 
markets What we would need 
would be someone to decide 
which 50 million Americans 
would go without food because 
we would not be able to feed our 
present population, even at sub­ 
sistence levels, without a sub­ 
stantial use of chemicals and 
antibiotics.” 
In the same speech, Butz said 
he would “ join wholeheartedly 
with any and all responsible 
groups” to fight needless pollu­ 
tion and protect the nation's 
resources, but he opposed what 
he called "crisis reaction.” 
In 1974, in a speech to the 
W e ste rn 
A g ric u ltu r a l 
Chemicals Association, 
Butz 
said that when there are 
“ potentially harmful side ef­ 
fects (and) where either human 
or animal health is clearly in 
danger," the uses of such 
chemicals or processes should 
be “ carefully regulated and, in 
some cases, prohibited." 
But he added, “Society must 
determine if it always wants to 
pay the full price for absolute 
safety In some cases, I am 
sure we will want to take a little 
risk Absolute safety frequently 
comes to a higher price than we 
want to pay or can afford to 
pay.” 
However, Bergland, in his 
speech to the chemical associa­ 
tion, said the USDA has a 
“special responsibility” to 
answer the environmental con­ 
cerns outlined by President 
C arter and those of the 
American people, "for it is 
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their worries he is reflecting 
He said the department must 
take environmental concerns 
into account because it over 
sees nearly 188 million acres of 
federal forests and 350 million 
acres of cropland, both of .which 
are major users of pesticides 
And he said the USDA has 
a 
continuing concern for the 
health, well-being and safety of 
those so-called ‘non-target 
species’ that must be protected 
from potentially harmfu! 
pesticide residues ” 
Bergland quoted the presi 
dent’s environmental message 
in which he said “ if we ignore 
the care of our environment, 
the day will eventually Conte 
when our economy suffers fen 
that neglect." 
"If we didn’t already have 
good reasons for doing whai 
we re doing.” Bergland said 
"that would give us another 


Tom Sand, Bergland s pre- 
secretary, said with Carter 
"leading on the environmental 
side” and Bergland s past 
sound record on environmental 
issues, the department thipks it 
can succeed in controlling the 
use of pesticides 
Also, he said, the “ strang- 
new phenomenum” of agen< ies 
such as the USDA and the E P A 
talking together will give new 
importance to environmental 
concerns 


But the real key. Sand said, is 
that farmers themselves have 
discovered an economic motive 
for a change away from 
pesticide and chemicai use 


‘ W e’re getting it from 
farmers time and time again 
They’re sick and tired of pour 
ing all that stuff on their land 
for four or five years and then 
all of a sudden, it doesn’t do am 
good anv more and they have to 
turn to a new one. It’s an 
economic rather than an en­ 
vironmental factor, but it dues 
create that kind of atmosph’ i< 
that leaves farmers very open 
to 
integ ra te d 
p i - t 
management." Sand said.

A year has hardly gone by without the 
Big Brothers of college athletic ad­ 
ministration slapping somebody on the 
wrist and putting them on the sidelines 
for two or three years 
To the NCAA no stone was to be left 
unturned 
A case in point is basketball coach 
Jerry T arkanian of U niversity of 
Nevada-Las Vegas and the former coach 
at Long Beach State. 
While at LBSU, “Tark the Shark” as 
he is more affectionately known, had 
some pretty good team s and a few All- 
Americans, including Ed Ratleff of the 
Houston Rockets 
But for all the years The Shark was at 
LBSU he lived in the shadow of a 
smallish English professor at Westwood 
No m atter how hard he tried, Tarka­

For the last four years Ed Taylor was 
Mr. Everything for the Lompoc High 
basketball team. 
“In fact I go out to practice to this day 
and I keep looking for Eddie,” said Lom­ 
poc coach Dave Ellison. 
Taylor more thaiy put in his time at 
Lompoc. His senior year, last year, the 
6-5 swingman was the Most Valuable 
Player in the Northern League. His 
junior year he was a first team all­ 
league pick and in his sophomore season 
Taylor was a second team pick. 
But after four years the era has to 
come to an end and Taylor has gone 
north to Gonzaga University, leaving one 
very tall gap in the Lompoc basketball 
program. 
But never fear, Ellison has an ace in 
the hole. 
"I think w e’ll have one of the premier 
guards in the league in Tony Jackson,” 
Ellison said 
"He averaged 15.3 points a game as a 
junior starter and this year he’s an inch 
taller (6-1) and a lot stronger.” 
Ellison didn’t mince any words when 
he said, “I think Tony is an excellent 
high school basketball player—he’s the 
best guy w e’ve got.” 
But Ellison hasn’t put the load on 
Jackson. 
Paul Huyck, a 6-3 junior, will be 
counted on to help Jackson with the scor­ 
ing and rebounding chores. 
As a sophomore, Huyck started about 
half the Braves’ games when Lompoc 
was 11-14 overall and 7-3 in the NL. 
The league mark tied Cabrillo for se­ 
cond place behind San Luis Obispo. 
“Paul didn’t score really well for us, 
only 5 points a game, but I think that will 
improve this year,” Ellison said. 
Another returnee who will see a lot of 
action this season is 6-2 forward Kevin 
George 
George is also a senior and played in 
most of the games toward the end of the 


1975-76 campaign. 
“Kevin plays hard, is aggressive at 6-2 
and works very hard at the game,” 
Ellison noted. 
While Jackson is in solid at one guard 
spot, there is a two-way battle for the 
other guard spot between Chris Haave 
and Scott Robbins. 
Haave is a 5-9 senior with limited play­ 
ing time. Robbins is a junior, up from the 
JV squad. 
“If I had to pick one right now, I’d 
have to go with Robbins because of his 
quickness,” Ellison said. 
Joining George at the other forward 
spot will be 6-3 senior Craig Yates. 
A starting five is only as strong as the 
support they get from the bench and 
Ellison had nothing but praise for those 
who will be spelling the starters. 
“Andy Troper has good size (6-3) and 
has some JV experience at center and 
forward,” Ellison said. 
John Lynch will be another junior 
fighting for a forward spot and according 
to Ellison started about half of the JV 
games last season. 
“ Rick Munoz is the fourth guard 
behind Jackson, Robbins and Haave and 
was a starter for the JVs,” Ellison said. 
“Gary Ellison, who happens to be a 
relative of mine,” Ellison said with a 
good-natured laugh, “didn’t play much 
for the JVs, but worked hard this sum­ 
mer and fall, made the team and will get 
some playing tim e,” Ellison said. 
At 6-3, Ellison will probably fill in for 
George or Yates. 
“If he’s good enough, Gary will play— 
if he’s not he won’t” Ellison said summ­ 
ing the situation up. 
Ellison, in his eighth year as Lompoc 
head coach, says, “By far this is the 
smallest team I’ve had. 
“But they are easy to discipline and 
they like to play together and get along 
well with each other and that’s impor­ 
tant.” 
When asked if his squad had built an 


identity or personality Ellison paused 
then said, “The CIF put us in a bind, as 
far as I am concerned. 
“They asked us not to start until the 
14th (of November) and we have our 
first gam e Thursday against San 
Marcos. 
“What the CIF did was cut two weeks 
from practice and I am jamming too 
many things down the kids’ throats in a 
short period of tim e,” Ellison said. 
“The way I feel, we are two weeks 
behind in all phases of the game. 
“I don’t think we’ve had time to build a 
personality or identity because it’s hard 
to see where we are; who’s a practice 
player and who’s a game player. 
“I think it will take all of the two 
weeks we’ve missed to mold an iden­ 
tity,” Ellison said. 
Offensively, the veteran mentor says 
he will try and run a “passing game of­ 
fense and maybe that’s how we are going 
to build a personality, by how well we 
run that offense.” 
Defensively, Ellison said the Braves 
will start with a man-to-man “ and 
maybe some zone. 
“Last season we started out with a 
man-to-man and ended up playing a zone, 
but will stay with the man defense for as 
long as our height allows,” Ellison 
stated. 
The amount of varsity and JV ex­ 
perience the Braves have this season 
could very easily cancel out the Lompoc 
height factor.

If anyone asks Dave Long w hat's a 
winning combination in wrestling, he'll 
probably answer. 
“ Conditioning, loyalty to the program 
and liking the coach You can win with 
that combination.” 
“As a coach I can control injury by 
p ro p e r 
p re c o n d itio n in g , 
p ro p e r 
stretching and proper exercise 
“ There are injuries and there are 
aches and pains A good athlete will do 
his best to rise above a few aches and 
pains to com pete,” Long said 


“At this p articular stage in our 
program, even though one of our goals is 
to win the league championship, it’s not 
the prim ary goal 
“Our first and primary goal is that we 
wrestle with pride and will be loyal to 
our program If we can’t accomplish the 
first two there is no way we are going to 
be league champions,” Long said with a 
determined voice 


In trying to obtain the loyalty to the 
program. Long believes in discipline 
“ I have almost everything to do with 
discipline If we have discipline on or off 
th e m a t . 1 can c o n t r o l t h a t by 
eliminating the athlete from a starting 


position, the program or disciplining him 
properly to where he knows how impor­ 
tant it (the program ) is,” Long said. 
“The thing I try to stress with the men 
is that they think enough of me and the 
program not to have problems that call 
for stem discipline 
“They don’t have to believe the sun 
rises and sets on me but they have to 
believe in what 1 believe in,” Long said 
So far that combination has been suc­

At trick two he led a low 
heart from his hand When 
West discarded South smiled 
happily. He had insured his 
contract prodided trumps 
didn’t break 5-0. 
The defense tried. West 
chucked a club. East cashed 
the ace and king and led a 
third club, but South ruffed, 
let his last low heart, ruffed 
with dummy’s ace, drew 
trumps and chalked up the 
rubber. 
This wasn’t a far-fetched 
safety play. East had opened 
with very few high cards. It 
was very likely that he held 
a six-card suit.

There could be no doubt in 
anybody’s mind that the work 
of the Los Padres County For­ 
mation Review Commission — 
the panel appointed to study 
the feasibility of the county 
split — would be complicated, 
massive and extremely time 
consuming.

Regaining public faith 


LOS ANGELES -<N E A >- At a time 
when multinational petroleum com ­ 
panies probably rank lower in public es­ 
teem than used car dealerships, it’s 
fashionable to berate “big oil" for all 
manner of sins, errors and excesses 
President Carter did just that last 
month, and his con­ 
stituents seldom have 
anything kind to say 
about an 
industry 
generally believed to 
be in greedy pursuit of 
higher profits at the 
public’s expense 
There may indeed 
be some truth to those 
assumptions, but the 
danger of generalizing 
about the situation is 
best exemplified by 
the outstanding record 
of corporate citizenship compiled by a 
major oil company headquartered here 
The firm is the Atlantic Richfield Co 
which markets its products under the 
ARCO name It has demonstrated during 
the past decade, as no other oil company 
has done, that generating profits and 
practicing social responsibility need not 
be mutually exclusive endeavors 
Atlantic Richfield several years ago 
endorsed elimination of the oil depletion 
allowance, a long-criticized tax loophole. 
The company also was an early advocate 
of opening the federal government’s 
highway trust fund to finance vitally 
needed urban mass transit projects. 
When Philadelphia and Los Angeles 
voters were considering ballot proposals 
to establish rapid transit systems, ARCO 
donated more than $200,000 and made its 
staff resources available to help gam 
public support of the measures 
The company has a major interest in 
Alaska's North Slope oil fields, but its 
sense of community responsibility has 
produced almost $15 million in contribu­ 
tions from the firm and its Atlantic 
R ichfield 
Foundation 
to colleges, 
hospitals and charities in the state 
A $12 million donation helped to un­ 
derwrite production of "The Adams 
Chronicles," one of the most popular 
series ever offered on public television 
Similar contributions have financed a

broad range of cultural offerings in cities 
across the country. 
The Sierra Club went into court to op­ 
pose ARCO’s plans to mine coal in 
Wyoming 
But when the conservation 
group applied to the Atlantic Richfield 
Foundation for money to pay for a study 
of caribou herds in the Arctic, it received 
$100,000 
The Council of Economic Priorities, a 
public interest group with a reputation 
for tough critic ism of industrial 
polluters, studied 61 refineries operated 
in 22 states by eight major oil com­ 
panies Atlantic Richfield emerged with 
the best overall record 
The company is rightfully proud of its 
performance, and twice in recent years 
it has produced glossy booklets called 
“Participation" to chronicle its achieve­ 
ments. 
The most striking feature of those 
publications is an independent analysis 
and social 
accountability "balance 
sheet" produced by Milton Moskowitz, 
an authority on corporate responsibility 
Moskowitz notes, for instance, that 
Atlantic Richfield has significantly in­ 
creased employment opportunities for 
women and m em bers of minority 
groups. But he also points out that the 
firm’s "upper management remains vir­ 
tually all-white and all-male." 


Similarly, he cites with favor the com­ 
pany’s policy of turning over abandoned 
service stations to community groups for 
gardens, playgrounds and neighborhood 
centers But he also notes that thousands 
of stations have been closed "with 
frequent disregard for individual dealer 
hardship " 
Moskowitz praises the foundation's 
contributions of more than $5 million last 
vear, but points out that total remains 
"well below the maximum (charitable) 
deduction allowed by the Internal 
Revenue Service." 


It’s exceptionally unusual for a com­ 
pany to print such criticism of itself, 
even in the context of a publication 
larded with self-approbation But Atlan­ 
tic Richfield has enough confidence to 
tolerate an honest, open critique Other 
companies ought to follow that lead if 
they want to regain public confidence 


WASHINGTON — President Carter’s 
voice in the wilderness, defending the 
human rights of the world’s oppressed 
peoples, is losing its zeal. He has been 
listening to the backroom counsel of his 
diplomatic advisers who claim moral 
posturing makes poor foreign policy. 
Here are a few ex­ 
amples: 
—The president has 
muted his criticism of 
the Kremlin’s human 
r ig h ts 
reco rd 
A 
p lea sed C hairm an 
Leonid Brezhnev has 
responded 
w ith a 
secret message agree­ 
ing to step up the dis­ 
arm am ent 
negotia­ 
tions. The m essage 
was delivered Nov. 18 
by Soviet Ambassador *“ 
Anatoly Dobrynin. 
—Carter also stroked the shah of Iran 
during their recent confabulation. 
Afterward, the president put out the 
word that he was "encouraged" by the 
improving human rights environment in 
Iran The shah responded by ordering his 
secret police to crack down on dissi­ 
dents Police goons in civilian dress have 
attacked the shah’s critics with guns, 
knives and truncheons. 
The United States has provided 
N ic a ra g u a ’s p uffed-up d ic ta to r , 
Anastasio Somoza, with the munitions to 
keep his people in submission Yet the 
Carter administration defended these 
military offerings on Capitol Hill and 
also sent a medical evacuation plane to 
Nicaragua last summer to fly Somoza to 
a Miami hospital for treatment. This 
made it clear to Nicaragua’s oppressed 
people whose side Carter is on. 
—In a series of columns beginning 
June 4, 1975, we revealed the first grim 
details of Cambodia’s subjugation. We 
reported that communist firebrands had 
turned the country into a nation of cattle. 
Cities had been emptied and the popula­ 


tion herded into the hinterland, we dis­ 
closed, with no thought for their welfare. 
Hundreds of thousands had fallen by the 
wayside. This must go down in history as 
the greatest atrocity since the Nazis 
herded Jews into the gas chambers. Yet 
the Carter administration has rejected 
entreaties to awaken the world con­ 
science to the Cambodian horror. 
—For years, we have been reporting 
on the atrocities of Uganda’s grand 
sachem, Idi Amin, who appears to be a 
comic-opera figure but is no laughing 
matter His goons have slaughtered an 
estimated 150,000 of his subjects, often 
for frivolous reasons Yet we found out 
that a dozen of Amin’s crack airborne 
police were getting their helicopter 
training in Texas. 
Now congressional investigators are 
running down evidence that som e 
Ugandan trainees in this country are tied 
to Amin’s personal execution squad. In 
Uganda, this killer squad is known 
euphemistically as the State Research 
Bureau 


At least 21 Ugandans have received 
communications training, for example, 
in Melbourne, Fla. A secret staff memo, 
prepared for Reps. Don Bonker, D- 
Wash., and Don Pease, D-Ohio, alleges 
that 13 of the 21 trainees worked for the 
notorious State Research Bureau. 
The memo claims four others were 
employed by the Ministry of Defense 
Still another worked for the Ministry of 
Information, although he may actually 
be an undercover agent for the Research 
Bureau 


The memo, citing several sources, as­ 
serts that some trainees were in cons­ 
tant telephone contact with Ugandan of­ 
ficials at home in Kampala 
There 
allegedly were several telephone calls 
between Kampala and the Holiday Inn 
where the trainees stayed in Florida. At 
least twice a month, the trainees were 
also visited by a Ugandan official who 
apparently is attached to Amin’s United 


Nations delegation, the memo reports. 
Still another group of Ugandans 
received commercial flight training at 
Embry-Riddle University in Daytona 
Beach, Fla. They were sponsored, ac­ 
cording to congressional evidence, by 
Amin’s Police Air Wing. 
Guddie Boruku, one of the Ugandans 
still at Embry-Riddle, is identified in the 
congressional documents as an Amin 
relative, with ties to the State Research 
Bureau. Contends the memo: "Boruku is 
in constant telephone communications 
with Kampala and makes visits there 
frequently.” 


Still another group of Ugandans are 
taking flight training in Vero Beach, 
Fla., from an outfit called Flight Safety 
International A spokesman for the firm 
told our associate Larry Kraftowitz that 
the trainees are students, but in­ 
vestigators have information that the 
trainees are members of the Ugandan 
armed forces. 
The memo charges that U.S. officials 
have helped promote the brutal repres­ 
sion in Uganda by its “lax” monitoring 
of training co n tra cts and U gan­ 
dan credentials. 
Concludes the memo: "The U.S. is 
acting in a way which is totally inconsis­ 
tent with its policy concerning human 
rights and its policy of withholding aid to 
the Government of Uganda.” 


F ootnote: 
A S tate D epartm ent 
spokesman said as far as he was aware 
the tra in ees at Vero B each and 
Melbourne came to the United States as 
"government em ployees on official 
business.” Spokesmen for the flight 
schools said they were unawar.e of the 
backgrounds of the Ugandan trainees 
Three of the Ugandans training at 
Melbourne, 
incidentally, 
asked 
for 
political asylum in the United States. 
The three defectors, say our sources, 
were the only Christians in the group and 
feared dictator Amin’s purge against 
Christians

Marcos (III) 


It is not disputed that Ferdinand 
Marcos was identified during the early 
days of his political career as a fierce 
defender of human rights and civil liber­ 
ties. Then, having been twice elected as 
president, with a year left before his 
term of office ran out, he declared mar­ 
tial law. That was five 
y e a r s 
a g o , 
and 
although elections of a 
sort are scheduled, 
there is considerable 
skepticism in Manila 
that they will evolve 
into a democracy in 
the western model. 
And this troubles Fer­ 
dinand Marcos not at 
all. 
"You cam e," he 
says referring to the 
U.S. occupation of the 
Philippines from 1898 to 1946, "and tried 
to plant your kind of democracy with us. 
It didn’t work” — he shrugged his 
shoulders. "It would require more than 
50 years to adapt an American apple tree 
to grow in Philippine soil. Why should it 
su r p rise anyone th a t A m erican 
democracy didn’t take root?” 
The answer is that it did surprise many 
people The journalistic literature of the 
40s and 50s constantly referred to the 
Philippines as the showcase of American 
colonialism, in which we had planted the 
seeds of political liberty which now had 
germinated, and were shedding their 
blooms on Philippine society. 
Now on this point there is a learned 
debate. Many critics of Marcos concede 
that democracy was not working in the 
Philippines. They point to the sundering 
experience of national elections. In his 
political battle against the incumbent 
Diosdada Macapagal in 1965, Marcos 
spent eight million dollars, as did his op­ 
ponent In U.S. terms, that’s 100 million 
dollars. And that in a country whose per 
capita income was in the neighborhood 
of 200 dollars. 
Private armies were mobilized by in­ 
dividual families and clans. Votes were 
bribed, coerced, forged. When in 
September ‘72 Marcos invoked martial 
law, he did so pursuant to a provision in 
the Philippines Constitution that permit­ 
ted him to do so in the event of an "im­ 
minent rebellion.” In fact there was such 
a rebellion, by the Moslem minority in 
the south, which to this day continues, 
though it is substantially subdued. 
But gradually it transpired that Presi­ 
dent Marcos had declared martial law in 
the name of the rebellion, but for other 
purposes. He intended, athwart the 
legislature and the courts which were 
frustrating him in the way that these in­ 
stitutions in the Third Republic of 
France frustrated effective leadership, 
to promulgate a social program, in­ 
cluding land redistribution (generally 
deemed successful), and better housing 
and jobs for the urban poor (generally 
deemed less successful). 
It is his conviction that such progress 
as is being made in the Philippines 
toward economic upward mobility and 
social stability is being made because 
dem ocratic practices were put in 
abeyance. 
Salvator Lopez, form er foreign 
minister and former president of the 
University of the Philippines, disagrees 
sharply He takes the orthodox position 
that whatever excuse Marcos had in 
1972, in 1977 he has none. "The Constitu­ 
tion did not provide for martial law for 
the purpose of effecting social programs. 
And such social programs as Marcos is 
a tte m p tin g to p r o m u lg a te w ill 
themselves not grow organically in the 
absence of political freedom." 
Well, well. Where have we heard those 
arguments before? In Brazil. In Chile. In 
Argentina In Malaysia In Africa. There 
are traces of them in the baptismal rites 
of the Fifth Republic in France. In 
Argentina, early this year, the great 
Jorge Luis Borges, surveying a century’s 
experience with democracy, ventured 
the opinion that perhaps Argentina would 
be ready to try again "in about 500 years. 
No" — he paused, reflectively — "that is 
too optimistic. In about a thousand 
years.” 


In Portugal many years ago an exiled 
anti-Franco professor ventured that he 
despised only one creature more than he 
despised Franco, namely the character 
who said that what Spain needed was a 
democracy on the western model. "I 
have a great adm iration for the 
American Constitution, but if I wished it 
to obtain in Spain, I would import not the 
constitution, but Americans.” 


My own judgment is that Marcos must 
be judged, finally, by his respect for 
human rights, on the understanding that 
political liberty is a rare thing and, in 
any case, of purely instrum ental 
significance. Dr. Johnson reminded us 
that the end of political liberty is per­ 
sonal liberty. If the latter can be 
achieved by Marcos even without the 
former, he will have served his country.
